And by King Fames the Se- 
cond in his Royal Letters of the 20th, of ; ny 1685. promiling at all times to 
extend his Royal Care and ProteRion of us in the preſervation of our Rights, 
&c-. which we allo quietly enjoyed without any interruptzon, till atter che 
iixcy ix yeags aforeſaid, they wers in the Year 1686 injtouſly taken tad: 
by Sir Edmond Anqros his Illegaſ Arbitrary Geverhment over a, wichþ 
being cealed by the ſurrender ot his Government, and his Perſon with otkes 
3ll Inſtruments ſeized by ſundry Gentlemen, lovers of cheir Country, encou- 
raged by Your Princely Declarations, and Noble Example, &c. In doing of 
which, though we had no hand, yet do partake of the Benetics thereot, in 
being freed trom many Arbitrary, Tyrannical Invaſtons we were expoſed uh- 
to, on our Perſons, Lands, Rights, and Liberties; and we being left withour 
Government, were humbly Confident, that it would not in the leaſt be gil- 
pleaſing co Your Gracious Majeſties for us to reſume a Government on our 
former Foundation,ſo ſurreptitiouſly taken from us,qwichour che leaſt intimas» 
tion of any Miſgovernment, or dire& Notice to us from His Majeſty ot his 
Pteafure for our Surrender. | 

We now further alſo become Your Myjeſtics moſt Humble Suppliants, That 
the bright Rays of Your Princely Favour may be caſt on this Your poor 
Nurſling, being the firſt Eng/i Plantation ereted in New England, whole 
Predeceſlors, that they might enjoy the Liberry of their Conſciences in che 
pure Scriptural Worſhip of God ( without Offence to other worthy Perſons 
of a Di Perſwaſion ) under the delirable Protection of their Soveraign, 
and the enlargement of his Dominions, did at their own proper Coſt and 
Charge, run that Hazardous, Amazing Adventure with their Wives and Chil- 
dren, firſt to break the Ice into this valt Americans Deſart, where they had no 
Friend nor Houſe to ſhelter them from the Extremities of Hunger and Cold, 
nor from Wild Men and Wild Beaſts, which chey had to conflict with, ar- 
riving here in November 1620. That now they may be Cheriſhed by the 
Influence of Your Favourable Grant and Confirmation of all our former Li- 
berries, (eſpecially Religious, the main End of that Great Adventure ) either 
by a Charter or At of Parliament, as to Your Princely Wiſdom and Cle- 
| ſcems fic for the good Government and Welfare of this Your Majeſties 
Colony, for which we crave Your Princely Clemency, and proſtrate our 
ſelves Humble Petitioners on Your behalf unto Heaven's Soveraign, chat 
Your Majeſties may be under a Confluence of ſuch Divine Bleflings, as may 
make your Reign long and Proſperous.
